The Apollo 13 review board 


blamed North American Rock- 
well, the Beech Aircraft Corp., 
and the space agency itself for

mistakes, coupled with a some- 
what deficient and unforgiving 
design." 


It said the tank—built under 


subcontract by Beech—had in- 
adequate protective switches, a 
loose fill tube and was inadequ- 
ately tested. "It was a serious 
oversight in which all parties 
shared," the report said. 


Since the Jan. 27, 1967, launch 


pad fire that cost the lives of 
three astronauts on Apollo 1, the 
contractors have received a fee 
of 5 to 6 per cent over cost, plus 
an additional award fee feature 
amounting to one half of one per 
cent. 


That award fee remains to be 


paid for Apollo 13, but a deter- 
mination of whether this will be 
withheld won't be made until 
next year when the fee board 
meets. The exact amount to be 
paid isn't available, but NASA

18-Year-Old 
Voting Bill 
Is Signed

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon has signed into law a 
bill lowering the voting ago to 18 
despite doubts about the meas- 
ure's legality. 


He directed the attorney gen- 


eral to seek a swift court test of 
its constitutionality and, at the 
same time, urged Congress to 
proceed with legislation to lower 
the voting age by constitutional 
amendment. 


The 18-year-old vote provision 


was attached to a measure ex- 
tending the Voting Rights Act of 
19G5 for five years. The act has 
been credited with enabling a 
million blacks to register in the 
South and figured prominently 
in Nixon's decision to sign the 
measure. 


"Despite my misgivings about 


the constitutionality of this one 
provision, I have today signed 
the bill," Nixon said in a state- 
ment Monday. 


''If I were to veto, I would 


have to veto the entire bill— vot- 
ing rights and all," he said. 


The Voting Rights Act will 


.stand even if the courts struck 
down the 18-year-old vote provi- 
sion. 


"Because the basic provisions 


of this act are of great impor- 
tance, therefore, I am giving it 
my approval and leaving the de- 
cision on the disputed provision 
to what I hope will be a swift 
resolution by the courts," the 
President added.

So when atmospheric inver- 


sions move into the valley and 
trap pollution near the ground, 
as they do often during the win- 
ter, both cities are blanketed 
with smog, regardless of its 
source. 


Like it or not, El Paso and 


Juarez are in the air pollution 
game together. What one does 
will be aseless if the other does 
nothing. 


But El Paso and Juarez first 


must bridge a communications 
gap created by the language 
and culture differences. 


On a face-to-face basis, each 


city is suspicious of the other 
when pollution is discussed..

Smith to Sue 
for Road to

(AP)-Gerald L. K. Smith of 
Eureka Springs said today his 
attorney would file a petition 
with Atty. Gen. John N. Mitch- 
ell June 29 or June 30 charging 
about 65 persons with conspir- 
acy to deny him his civil lib- 
erties. 


The petition calls for an FBI 


investigation into the charges. 


Smith, a conservative million- 


aire, had said recently he 
planned the action but waited 
until Transportation Secretary 
John A. Volpe rejected Satur* 
day a request for $183,000 in 
federal funds for improvements 
and new construction of a road 
past the Christ of the Ozarks 
statute, Christ Only Art Gallery 
and the Great Passion Play 
amphitheater, religious projects 
operated by the Elna M. Smith 
Foundation. The road project 
had drawn criticism from Jew- 
ish and civil liberties organiza- 
tions. 


A spokesman for Volpe said 


the aid request was rejected be- 
cause it was "a marginal proj- 
ect at best." 


Smith said the only thing that 


was holding up the petition ac- 
tion was because the original 
copy of the brief is costing 
$1,000, "indicating its length." 


Smith said the proposed road 


had been "approved by all the 
experts" and by some members 
of the Arkansas congressional 
delegation and Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller. 


"Then about 11 organizations 


in the East got together against 
the road because they didn't 
like the way I told Christ's last 
week on earth (in the Great 
Passion Play)," Smith said. 


Smith declined to release 


names in the petition but said 
the 11 organizations named 
were all Jewish. 


He said blocking approval of 


the road "by the more power- 
ful forces in the East" because 
of "my Christian religion" de- 
nied him his civil liberties. 


"If the wording of the Pas- 


sion Play makes me a bigot this 
erroneous charge would also 
make bigots of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John," Smith said.

Gleason has been awarded a di- 
vorce from his wife of 34 years, 
ending a precedent-setting case. 


The decree was granted Mon- 


day in state Supreme Court. 


Genevieve Gleason obtained a 


legal separation from the come- 
dian in 1954 on an uncontested 
charge of abandonment. 


Under legal precedent in the 


state, only she could have begun 
a divorce action because he was 
viewed by the law as the guilty 
party. 


However, in 1967 a new law 


added a two-year legal separa- 
tion as a ground for divorce. 


In the Gleason case, the 


state's highest court, the Court 
of Appeals, held for the first 
time that if the couple were le- 
gally separated for that time, it 
made no difference which part- 
ner initially had been designat- 
ed guilty. 


Mrs. Gleason 
will receive 


more than $100,000 a year in ali- 
mony.

Debate on 
Abortion

CHICAGO (AP) - One side 


asserted that abortion is a wom- 
an's fundamental right and pre- 
dicted laws against it would be 
found unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court. 


The other side argued that un- 


restricted abortion would be an 
echo of the population control 
methods of Nazi Germany. 


These dramatically differing 


views of proposed abortion re- 
form marked a deeply emotion'- 
al ond, often bitter debate at the 
119th aniiual convention of the 
American Medical Association. 


The AMA; Board of Trustees 


has recommended that the asso- 
ciation's governing tody, the 
House of Delegates, approve a 
basic change in AMA policy- 
making abortion subject only to 
a decision between the woman 
and her doctor. 


The present AMA policy, set 


in 1967, opposes abortion except 
for therapeutic reasons and in 
certain circumstances. 


The committee that heard the 


testimony Monday will make re- 
commendations to the House of 
Delegates, 
which will vote on 


the issue before the end of the 
convention Thursday. 


Opponents of the change re- 


ferred to easier abortion in such 
terms as "infanticide, fetuscide, 
genocide, murder and killing of 
defenseless babies." 


Dr. Vincent J. Collins, chair- 


man of the department of anes- 
thesia at Cook County Hospital 
in Chicago, said, "Infanticide is 
just around the corner." 


"From the fetus," he said, 


"you go to infanticide, then you 
eliminate the old, you eliminate 
races. It just opens up the whole 
Pandora's box of people con- 
trol." 


Dr. Gloria Heffeman of Wil- 


mette, 111., describing herself as 
physician, scientist and mother, 
declared: 


"Abortion is a defeatist and a

N. Vietnam 
Has Soviet 
Rocket

SAIGON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese troops drove a Cambo- 
dian battalion from two villages 
on the Mekong River about 11 
miles northeast of Phnom Penh, 
and the retreating battalion 
commander said his men had 
discovered a Soviet rocket that 
could hit the capital. 


As the battalion commander, 


Maj. Ros Preuttg, stood on the 
river bank at Mouk Khampoul, 
four Cambodian T28 planes at- 
tacked the occupied villages 
with napalm, setting most of the 
thatch and wood buildings afire. 
Cambodian troops said the vil- 
lagers had fled to the south 
when an estimated 1,000 North 
Vietnamese attacked early to- 
day. 


Preung said his battalion of 


400 men was hit from three 
sides and forced into the river. 
They retreated by fishing boats 
to the west bank. He said four of 
his men were killed and about 
20 wounded, but he claimed they 
killed at least 30 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese. 


The Viet Cong and North Viet- 


namese now have the upper 
hand along much of the Mekong 
where it courses down through 
eastern Cambodia. The
